Washington, 
Jan. 27.—That, 
he Is 
drawing $12,000 annually from the Clo­ 
ver Leaf route is an admission made 
during the day by Theodore P. Shonts, 
chairman of the Isthmian canal com ­ 
mission, which may have an important 
hearing on the canal investigation. 
Mr. Shonts was called by the sen­ 
ate interoceanic canal commission to 
make a general statement of all m at­ 
ters over which he exercises control. 
He was asked to state his former em ­ 
ployment. 
Ile said that he had been 
president of the Clover 
I^eaf route. 
After giving the mileage of that road 
and some other general Information it 
was brought oui that he still receives 
$12,00o a year and continues to hold 
the title of president. 
He says that 
he does not give any time to Hie man­ 
agement of the road, hut that reports 
are sent to him and frequently offi­ 
cials of tne road come to Washington 
to consult him. 
After getting into 
the record the 
fart that Mr. Shonts receives $30,000 
a year from the United 
States, the 
chairman of the 
commission was al­ 
lowed to proceed. 
It was stated by 
members of the committee, however, 
that when they take up the question 
of reviewing salaries, Mr. Shouts’ < ase 
will be met. 
Mr. Shonts in his testimony admit­ 
ted that the commission had paid $7 
apiece for the importation of women 
into the canal zone, the women being 
members of the families of laborers 
from Martinique and that there is no 
way for the government to recover its 
money.

Sensational L ¡bel Suit in New York 
City Ended. 
New York, Jan. 27.— An unusually 
sensational trial came to an end dur­ 
ing the day when a jury in the crim­ 
inal branch of the supreme court re­ 
ported that Norman Hapgood, editor 
of Collier’s Weekly, was not guilty of 
criminal libel. The case had been on 
trial several weeks. The verdict was 
rendered ten minutes after the case 
had been given to the jury. The 
charge against Mr. Hapgood was 
brought at the instigation of Justice 
Joseph M. Deuel of the court of special 
sessions, and was based upon an edi­ 
torial in which the_ editor criticised 
Justice Deuel for his connection with 
Town Topics.

ence was made public at the White 
House during the evening relating to 
methods alleged to have been em­ 
ployed by attorneys for the beef pack­ 
ers who are under indictment at Chi­ 
cago, to Influence public opinion in be­ 
half of the packers. 
The documents consist of a commu­ 
nication made to Attorney General 
Moody hv United States District At­ 
torney Morrison of Chicago, setting 
out certain alleged facts regarding the 
payment of a sum of money to a Chi­ 
cago newspaper rejiorter by one of the 
attorneys for the beef packers; a let­ 
ter from the attorney general to the 
president, transmitting Mr. Morrison's 
report and expressing the opinion that 
no way existed tinder the law by 
which ihe alleged offense could be 
punished; and a letter from tlie presi­ 
dent to the attorney general directing 
the publication of the correspondence 
in order that tho public might be in­ 
formed of the situation. 
District Attorney Morrison’s state­ 
ment alleges that on Dec. 27. 1905, 
Judge W. Brown, an attorney for tho 
packers in the “beef trust” case, gave 
to Mr. Hasler, a reporter of the Chi­ 
cago Inter-Ocean, 
who reported the 
proceedings of the "beef trust” case 
for that paper, a certain amount of 
money, ostensibly as a Christmas 
present, and directed him to give $100 
of It to Mr. El well, whose reports on 
the “beef trust" case were largely 
used by the press associations of the 
whole country’. Mr. El well refused to 
accept the money. 
Mr. Hasler. it is alleged, wrote false 
and misleading statements regarding 
the “beef trust” case after he re­ 
ceived the present, which statements 
the jurymen had an opportunity to see. 
Mr. Hasler’s articles are alleged to 
have made the (ase appear favorable 
to the packers. 
After an investigation by the dis­ 
trict attorney and the chief of the se­ 
cret service, it was found impossible 
to debar Judge Brown for bribery, or 
punish him for contempt of court. 
President Roosevelt then authorized 
the publication of the correspondence 
so as to expose the methods pursued 
by the attorneys for the beef trust. 
Judge Brown states that the money 
he gave was his own and not that of 
his clients, and that they knew noth­ 
ing of the transaction.

Seattle. Wash.. Jan. 27.—More than 
100 people are now rearching the 
const of Vancouver island within a 
radius of twenty miles on either side 
of the wreck from the vessel. In or­ 
der to assist in the search the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company has dis­ 
patched a tug in command of Port 
Captain Patterson to the scene of the 
disaster. The plan is to get as near 
the wreck as possible and send the 
dories ashore. Captain Patterson ex­ 
pects to find the weather sufficiently 
calmed by the time he reaches there 
to enable him to make a landing. 
Some hope is still held out for the 
last boat to leave the ship. It has not 
been reported and it is possible that 
it has made the shore somewhere in 
the vicinity of the wreck.

Cape Beale report 
communication has been held u'ith 
Lineman Logan's party, which left on 
Jan. 23 over the laud trails for the 
scene of the wreck of the Valencia.

mutiny, which began last Monday, had 
not been subdued and that the situa­ 
tion was far more serious than during 
the 
outbreak In 
November, * as tho 
mutineers Include both sailors and ar­ 
tillerists who are In possession of tho 
“Holy 
Innocence” 
battery and 
are 
well armed with rifles, machine guns 
and heavy fortress guns. 
General Mlstchenko. who has been 
sent to deal with the mutineers, the 
dispatch adds, has no 
easy task. as 
the Cossacks given him are ill-suited 
for capturing a fortified position. 
It 
declares that the promises of Imme­ 
diate transportation home for the men. 
with which the government ended the 
former revolt, are 
now scarcely ef­ 
fect ive. 
The telegram, which bears evidence 
of having been carefully edited, says 
nothing about the numbc rs of the mu­ 
tineers nor of the* attitude of the gar­ 
rison as a whole. 
The hasty dispatch 
of th'* nearest available troops indi­ 
cate that General I.inevltch is distrust­ 
ful.

T o accom plish this d e ta ile d plan a 
s y s te m of m a rk in g th e sto n es w a s nec­ 
essary. 
Tile p lan s w ere c a re fu lly m ade 
an d a sy stem of m a rk in g elaborately 
laid o u t by th e arch itect iii charge, w ho 
found in the prison at S in g Sing a life 
p riso n er w hose record show ed him to 
be a n en g in eer of th e h ighest ability 
an d w ho seem ed as com petent, as any 
m an in tin* country to c u rry out the 
work to bo done in the prison, and n a t­ 
urally he w as not u n w illin g to follow 
his chosen profession in p referen c e to 
do ing the m an u al labor of c u ttin g or 
q u a r r y in g stone. 
S t, 
fo llo w in g the 
s p irit of econom y referre d to above, tile 
p la n s iii d etail an d tin* s y s te m of m a rk ­ 
ing w e re tu rn e d over to him and the 
w hole w o rk a t th a t end g iven over to 
bls full s u p e rin ten d e n ce a n d absolute 
control. 
In d u e tim e the sto n es iii th e ir v ari­ 
ous s h a p e s an d sizes a n d in q u a n tity 
for th e w hole b u ilding w e r e delivered 
in A lb a n y an d the w o rk of c o n stru c­ 
tion co m m en ced In a c c o rd a n c e w ith the 
p la n s a u d sy stem of m a rk in g original­ 
ly fu rn ish ed . 
W ith the v ery first stone 
th e re w as trouble. 
It n o t only did not 
fit Hie place, but none of the stones 
m a rk e d to adjoin it fitted it, and, fu r­ 
ther, it did not seem ev e r Intended for 
the p lace the n u m b e r indicated. 
In ­ 
v estig atio n brought o u t t h a t tho stones 
w ere not of the sizes or sh a p e s speci­ 
fied an d sh o w n on the p lans, and, as to 
the sy stem of m ark in g , it w as quite 
ev id e n t th a t tile stones b ro u g h t togeth­ 
er by it had no relatio n w h a te v e r to 
each other. 
T h e b ew ildered a rc h ite c t h ard ly kn ew 
w h e th e r lie w as a c a n d id a te for tile 
a s y lu m o r possibly for S a g Sing. H ow 
over, a ca re fu l verification of his plans 
au d his m a rk in g sy stem proved their 
co rrec tn ess, au d the b la m e fell sq u a re ­ 
ly up in th e civil engineer, th e life p ris­ 
oner. lie w a s questioned, ta k e n severe­ 
ly to ta s k and roundly ra te d for his in- 
coinpeb nee an d th re a te n e d a n d abused. 
Ile m et it all calm ly. 
" I t looks to nu 
like a m ig h ty g md jo k e on y o u fellows 
A n y w ay it is the best j >ke I h av e h eard 
since I ca m e to Sing Sing.”

of style, an d the s y s te m of m ark in g 
ho had changed alto g eth er, b u t if they

“ B ut,” h e added, w ith a 
grin, “you can p ro b ab ly get o u t new 
sto n e a good deal q u ic k e r th an you 
cun w o rk o u t m y sy s te m .” 
T h e n the sta te officials said, “We will 
ta k e you to A lbany a u d force you to 
p u t u p the building.” 
I l e said, “ No.” 
T h ey pointed out th e a d v a n ta g e of 
life in A lbany for a tim e In p referen c e 
to Sing Sing. 
H e said. “ No.” 
T hey tried to b a rg a in w ith him. 
I le said, “Secure m y pard o n a n d I 
w ill sta n d by you u n til th e built.alg is 
co m p lete." 
T h e y offered to h a v e him p ardoned 
a f t e r he had proved w h a t he said by 
finishing the building.

II** said he could lie com pelled to 
j w o rk in prison, b u t n o t in Albany, a u d 
th a t even in prison th ey could com pel 
him to do only m a n u al labor unless he 
i chose an d th a t the price of ills genius 
I la g ra sp in g the o p p o rtu n ity th a t h ad 
I com e ids way was a full pardon. 
What else was there to do? 
I le was pardoned, and the old state­ 
house stnads today in testim ony of 
tim fact that he kept his w ord and a 
glorious memory to nu unknown gen­ 
ius.—New York Herald.
